The Count laid he would loon 
oonverse with Cleveland, Ohio, via. New 
York, so that New York might hear the 
conversation going both ways, at no din- 
tut day; also he should arrange to con- 
verse via. New York and one of the At- 
lantic cables with London. Correspon- 
dence having the latter object in view is 
now on its way to England.

thought that the Maokay-Binnett cable 
will be assured for the experiment.

Ocean's Washington special gays: 
In 


bis report Postmaster-General Vila* 
stated that the mail facilities between 
the United States and ports of Central 
and 8«uth America were "folly ade- 
quate" to the demands of busineaa and 
that no complaints have been made by 
those who use these mails. A letter 
has been received from a merchant in 
Quebec inquiring why there are ro 
mails between the United States and 
Venezuela. He says that on the 7tb of 
October he wrote to a firm of exporters 
at HarMaibo, Venezuela, inclosing a 
draft for £750 and an order for coffe* to 
the amount. He had been in the kabit 
of sending such orders with draft* in- 
close*, and they have never been more 
than fifteen days in transmit between 
Quebec and Maracaibo, but that letter 
did not reach its destination until the 
1th of February. In the mean time the 
price of coffee had advanced and he wag 
compelled to suffer a loss of over $900. 
The reply to thi* letter, which was 
brought bask by the steamers of 
Bonllon, Bliss 4 Dollet, wa§ only six- 
teen days between Marecaibo aid Que- 
bec, and at the time it was written, 
February 5th, bis agents had not re- 
ceived a letter mailed at Quebec on the 
17th of October. He says that he will 
be compelled to send his mail hereafter 
by way of England, by which route 
letters will be sure to reach Venezuela 
in thirty days, instead of requiring four 
months if sent through the United 
States mail. The United States, it 
shenld be understood, ii under treaty 
obligation* to take the Canadian mails 
to Venezuela. 


A letter received from Panama within 


the past few daye makes a similar com- 
plaint. On the 24th of February letter! 
mailed in New York on the 20th of Jan- 
nary were received, when they formerly 
required bat nine days to make the 
transit by the Pacific Mail steamers. It 
is said that people never know nowa- 
days when to expeot mails at Panama. 
Sometimes they are lent from New York 
by a British tramp ateamer by way of 
Jamaica, while at others they come via 
New Orleaua on the little steamer Lacy 
Miller, which makes the trip once • 
month. Very frequently letters from 
New York have been forty days en 
route to Panama. The last arrifal of 
the Lncj? Miller at Aspinwall was on 
the 14th of February. She brought a 
bag of seoosd-class nail matter, papers 
and packages, but no letters whatever. 
The local papers at Panama, both Span- 
ish and English, express the most con- 
temptuous opinions of the Government 
of the United States, and one of them 
says that it scarcely seem* possible teat 
so great and progressive a nation should 
show so little regard to the commercial 
necessities of the two continents.

present Democratic House of Bepreien- 
tativee ii destined to end the session 
without having don* mnoh of anything, 
ban been plain to most people for some 
time, and while the prospect for a long 
session ii bright, it ii now certain that 
nothing beside* general appropriation 
billi will be passe*.

Monday, Major-General John Pope 


was retired from the command of the 
Division of the Pacific and from the 
military service in which he has been, 
ae cadet and army officer, for nearly a 
half century. He was bom March 16, 
1822, in Louisville, Ey. His family re- 
moved to Illinois, from which State he 
was appointed to the West Point Mili- 
tary Academy. He graduated in th* 
class of 1*49, being brevetted Second 
Lieutenaut of Topographical Engineers 
on July 1,1842. 


Briefly, his military career has been 


as follows: 
He was commissioned 


Second Lieutenant on May 9. 1844, 
having in th* meantime been engaged 
upon Government survey work. H* 
served with distinction in the Mexican 
war, being brevetted First Lieutenant 
for gallant conduct at Monterey and 
Captain for distinguishing hiusseW at 
Buena Vista. After the war he resumed 
his engineering and survey work, con- 
tinuing it until 1859, serving in parts of 
the Northwest as well as in Mexico. 
He received his commission as Captain 
of Topographical Engineers, July 1, 
1856. May 17, 1861, ha was appointed 
Brigadier-General of Volunteers, and in 
the same year performed important 
services in the South. He was given 
the command of the army of the Miss- 
issippi, and in Mareh, 1862, captured 
New Madrid, Mo., with large military 
supplies. In the same month he was 
promoted to be Major-General of Vol- 
unteers, captured Island No. 10 in Mis- 
sissippi in April, and uniting with Gen. 
Halleck, participated in the advance 
upon Corinth. Being transferred to the 
East, be was made Brigadier-General in 
the Regular Army, July 13, 1862, given 
command of the Army of Virginia, and 
upon August 29th and 30th, fought the 
second battle of Manassas, Gbantilly 
following upon September 1st, 


In October, 1882, be became a Major- 


General, and a year later took command 
of the Division of the Paoific.

The accumulated wealth of the United 


States at the present time is orer $5,- 
000,000,000 and the 
daily addition 


thereto is $4,000,000. The annual pro- 
ducts of all kinds amounted to $10,000,- 
000,000 in the year 1880. Our population 
is increasing at present at the rate of 
about 1,000,000 per annum. Now, the 
proposition is self-evident that the vol- 
ume of currency required by this nation 
to make the exchanges the values nec- 
essitated in producing and handling this 
vast amount ol property is proportioned 
to that amount and to the number of 
persona engaged in making those ex- 
changes and their facilities tor effecting 
them rapidly by railroad, steamships, 
telegraphs, etc. What the ratio be- 
tween volume of currency and the 
amount of property exchanged should 
be or what the per capita ratio should 
be, are unknown, and, indeed, couuot 
be definitely fixed or ascertained, be- 
cause they vary with circumstances. 
Prices fluctuate as the relatione change 
between aupply and demand, and these 
relations are subject to various influence 
which cannot always b« forsaen and 
provide* for human sagacity. But the 
fact is patent to all that more currency 
is needed by the people at one time 
than another, and that when money is 
abundant and tke demand therefor by 
all classes ia filly suppled there is con- 
stant activity • i> all branches of indus- 
try and coinmere*, «»J «ener*l prosper- 
ity and happiness prevail in th« land. 


Fourteen hundred millions of prop- 


erty and one million ol inhabitants ad- 
ded to our national assets this year call 
for a corresponding increase in the vol- 
ume of currency of the country to pay 
for their labor and exchange its product 
and to effect all desired exchanges in ibe 
newly accumulated wealth above men- 
tioned. How much currency would be 
required to supply this demand? We 
can only judge by comparison. 
Cali- 


fornia has about 1,000,000 of inhabitants. 
If each one (includiug women, children 
and idlers) had $1,400 capital, aud the 
labor of one-hall of them was employed 
in producing more wealth, we can net 
that tnaay millions of dollars re curren- 
cy would be required to do the business 
among them. 
This amount, then, 


whattver it is, should be regularly ad- 
dad every y«ar to a full supply o( cur- 
rency b? our National Government. 


The present stagnant condition of 


trad* aud the productive industries es- 
tablishes the fact conclusively that there 
is DOW a scarcity ol mon*y in circulation 
among the people, though there are 
hundreds of millions lying idle in the 
national treasury, the banks aud the 
safes of capitalists, a* every one knows. 
As wealth accumulates and population 
increases the scarcity grows more strin- 
gent, for the Government policy has 
txun for years, and still ie, to contract 
the volume of the circulating medium 
instead of increasing it as the demand 
incrtases annually. And the effect of 
this policy is to diminish the volume of 
currency iu circulation still further by 
unsettling prices, disturbing trade «ad 
deranging buaintts generally, thereby 
destroying confidence and canning pru- 
dent capitalist* to lock up their rconey 
in idleness to guard against its lost iu 
uncertain though legitimate business 
transactions and await the "turn of the 
tid«." 
Purhaps a more correct idea of the 


volume of currency that should be 
umiotamed may bo derived from a coro- 
purinoti nf the per capita ratio existing 
m different countries, based upon ihe 
gold and silver coin ciroulaiiug in each, 
to each inhabitant, as followi:Per head.

nation in the world, commercially tat 
financially. H-r industry is DO; par- 
alysed as in Gnat Britian, Germany 
and this country. Her people an not 
forced to be idle because the capital to 
lacking or unwilling to employ them. 
We do not hear of labor striken, and of 
sueh extreme poverty and distress of th* 
laboring classes in that country as i* 
others. The greater business energy 
of onr people and the higher prices ot 
most commodities demand a greater 
amount of currency per capita than is 
required in Franc*, yet the abort-sighted 
policy of our Government cramp* out 
energies and restricts our earnings and 
profits by limiting us, in a parsimoni- 
ous spirit, t* one-third the amount ot 
spending money the jolly bnt more 
economical Frenchman employs. 


Why should there be a scarcity of 


money in such a country UK ours? There 
is no natural reason for it; it i» simply 
the result of nnwis* legislation. We 
produo* both gold and silver, which 
form the basis of the world'»|cironI*tiBg 
medium, but refuse to coiu it all, a* if 
afraid of having too much good solid 
money. Silver coin is the currency of 
three-fourths of the people of the earth, 
while Ihe othwr fourth would us* otdj 
gold if they could dictate to the rest. 
The minority recognise gold as the only 
standard of values, though formerly 
they wire only too glad to use both 
silver and gold ae money, and found it 
difficult to get enough of it to uae. The 
product of gold is annually decreasing, 
while the demand for it is increasing; 
yet these bigoted gold worshiper* will 
not restore its consort to its rightful 
place in their affections. 


Bnt there Is a reason for thie which 


is not well understood by tho people of 
tboee nations which have demonetized 
silver. The financial policy of their 
Govcrnmeats is controlled by men who 
do not need money—men of long purses 
who grow richer by taking usury of their 
ftllowmen, and who ban and wish t* 
maintain a monopoly ot th* money of 
th* community they live in. It is to 
their iot«re*t that money should be 
scarce and controlled by a few individu- 
als. If gold IB tbe only standard of 
values, and they have a corner iu that 
metal, they control its price, and as 
a consequence the price of every com- 
modity measured by tbe gold standard. 
They are tbe creditors of the mnjority ot 
the people, and rectiive kack their loan* 
nod interest in gold that becomes daily 
more precious, compared to the prop- 
erty of their less favored fellow citizens. 
Is itnotstrsnge that the financial policy 
of a nation of enlightened people, chooi- 
ing their own rulers, should b« dictated 
by bankers, money lenders and nearer*, 
who form a very small minority of th* 
electors of this great republic? 


People complain freely of oar railroad, 


steamboat, telegraph, gas and other 
Kreat monopolies which oppress them, 
hot the currency monopoly is a greater 
•vil than all the others combined. 
Money is tbe blood ol a nation circulat- 
ing through all the arteries of trade, 
and, like tbe vital fluid of the body, 
gives health and vigor iu proportion to 
the quantity and quality of th« blood 
which is in circulation. Instead of in- 
creasing and enriching the blood of ihe 
natiun, these financial doctors propose 
to deplete its veins still more by plopping 
the limited coinage of silver provided 
lor by tbe Bland Act, so that their 
putUnt shall remain an invalid forever 
for their special benefit. 


There is » simple, common-sense 


remedy that will renton the nation's 
industrial and commercial interests to a 
healthy condition. Coin every ounce 
of gold nud silver bullion to be had and 
encourage everybody to di« far more. 
Add to this as much Government legal- 
tender paper money as may b» required 
from lime to time to meet the wants of 
the people for use ae a circulating 
medium. We do not advocate the free 
coinage of silver merely for the benefit 
of the silver-mining interest of this 
coast, but for the more important inter- 
eat of the people of the whole world, 
whose welfare depends upon having aa 
ample supply of goo4 money to keep 
the wheele of industry in motion and to 
fill the channels of trade with that cur- 
rant which sustains the life of nations.

quite as fair and trie from blemish aa it 
would be if it were not for this unfor- 
tunate telephone business. 


Another 
vnfortainatn 
position in 


which the President has been placed 
haa grown out of th* demand of the 
Senate for documents relating to tbe 
conduct in office of Federal officials who 
have been diiplaoed. Tbis tike tbe tel- 
ephone difficulty, is still pending, nil:) 
it ie yet to b* seen how the Administra- 
tion will extricnte itself from the dv- 
lemna. 


So far ns its effects upon tbe general 


interests of the country are concerned 
President Cleveland's administratio.n 
has been wise, conservative and im- 
proving. The evils prophesied 'by In* 
opponents have not come to pone. The; 
condition of the colored '«ace, i« the;
